To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come  — 
Greeting. 


WHEREAS  by  section  50  of 
the  “  Water  Act  ”  it  is  provided 
that  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
[  in  Council  may  incorporate  a 
tract  of  land  and  the  owners  thereof  into  an 
improvement  district: 


R.  E.  Sommers, 
Minister  of  Lands 
and  Forests. 


And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil  has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant  to  the 
said  Act,  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  tract  of 
land  hereinafter  described  and  the  owners  thereof 
be  incorporated  into  an  improvement  district  under 
the  said  Act  and  has  made  further  provision  to  the 
tenor  and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — - 

1.  The  tract  of  land  in  the  Kamloops  and  New 
Westminster  Land  Registration  Districts  and  Yale 
Division  of  Yale  Land  District,  bounded  as  follows: 
Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  westerly  boundary 
of  School  District  No.  32  and  the  headwaters  of 
Scuzzy  Creek;  thence  in  a  north-easterly  direction 
following  the  northerly  watershed  of  Scuzzy  Creek 
to  the  Fraser  River;  thence  easterly  across  the 
Fraser  River  to  the  mouth  of  Anderson  River; 
thence  north-easterly  along  the  watershed  of  Ander¬ 
son  River  to  the  easterly  boundary  of  School  Dis¬ 
trict  No.  32;  thence  in  a  general  easterly  and 
southerly  direction  following  the  easterly  boundary 
of  said  School  District  No.  32  to  the  International 
Boundary;  thence  westerly  and  northerly  following 
the  International  Boundary  and  the  boundary  of 
School  District  No.  32  to  the  south-east  corner  of 
Section  13,  Township  3,  Range  27,  west  of  the  6th 
meridian;  thence  due  north  along  the  easterly 
boundary  of  said  Township  3  and  Township  4, 
Range  27,  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Section  12  of 
said  Township  4;  thence  westerly  along  the  north¬ 
erly  boundary  of  Section  12,  Section  11,  and  Sec¬ 
tion  10  to  the  north-west  corner  thereof;  thence 


northerly  along  the  westerly  boundaries  of  Sections 
15,  22,  27,  and  Section  34,  Township  4,  Range  27, 
to  the  north-west  corner  of  said  Section  34;  thence 
northerly  following  the  westerly  boundary  of  Sec¬ 
tion  3,  Township  5,  Range  27,  to  the  centre  line  of 
the  Fraser  River;  thence  south-west  along  the  said 
centre  line  of  the  Fraser  River  to  a  point  opposite 
the  mouth  of  Ruby  Creek  where  it  intersects  the 
boundary  of  School  District  No.  32;  thence  west¬ 
erly  across  the  Fraser  River  to  the  mouth  of  Ruby 
Creek;  thence  in  a  general  northerly,  westerly,  and 
northerly  direction  following  the  westerly  boundary 
of  School  District  No.  32  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement,  and  all  owners  of  land  therein  are  in¬ 
corporated  into  an  improvement  district  under  the 
“  Water  Act  ”  and  subject  to  the  provisions  thereof 
and  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  Fraser  Canyon  Hospital  Improvement 
District.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  provision  of  financial  aid  toward  the 
planning,  constructing,  reconstructing,  purchasing, 
equipping,  or  operating  of  a  hospital,  or  the  acquir¬ 
ing  of  land  or  buildings  for  such  hospital  purposes 
and  all  matters  incidental  thereto. 

4.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  divided 
into  three  zones,  which  shall  be  comprised  as 
follows: — 

Zone  1  (Hope). — All  that  portion  within  the 
Fraser  Canyon  School  District  No.  32,  and 
more  particularly  known  as  that  portion  of 
land  bounded  by  Ruby  Creek  and  the  Fraser 
River  within  Township  5,  Range  27,  west 
of  the  6th  meridian,  and  the  remainder  of 
Township  5,  Range  26,  west  of  the  6th 
meridian,  and  bounded  by  the  boundaries  of 
the  said  boundary  of  the  Laidlaw  Poll  and 
Fraser  Canyon  School  District  No.  32,  in¬ 
cluding  Townships  4,  3,  and  2,  all  of  Range 
26,  west  of  the  6th  meridian,  and  Townships 
6,  5,  4,  3,  and  2,  all  within  Range  25,  Town¬ 
ship  6  of  Range  26  and  Range  27,  all  west 
of  the  6th  meridian. 

Zone  2  ( Yale  and  Spuzzum). — All  that  portion 
of  land  lying  within  Fraser  Canyon  School 
District  No.  32  and  more  particularly 
known  as  Township  7,  in  Ranges  27,  26, 
25,  24,  and  23,  all  west  of  the  6th  meridian. 
All  that  portion  of  land  lying  within  Fraser 
Canyon  School  District  No.  32  and  more 
particularly  known  and  described  as  Town¬ 
ship  8  of  Ranges  27,  26,  25,  24,  and  23,  and 
also  Township  9  in  Ranges  27,  26,  25,  24, 
and  23,  and  Township  10  of  Range  27,  and 
that  portion  of  Township  10,  Range  26, 
west  of  the  6th  meridian,  bounded  by  the 
north  boundaries  set  forth  by  the  north 
survey  line  of  Sections  18,  17,  16,  and  15, 
and  also  by  thence  north  of  the  Fraser 
River  to  the  Anderson  River  and  bounded 
by  the  Anderson  River. 

Zone  3  (Flood). — All  that  portion  of  land  lying 
south  of  the  Fraser  River  in  Township  5, 
Range  27,  west  of  the  6th  meridian,  and 
that  portion  of  land  along  the  south  of  the 
Fraser  River  in  Township  5,  Range  26,  west 
of  the  6th  meridian,  and  bounded  by  the 
boundaries  of  the  said  township  and  Silver 
Creek. 

5.  There  shall  be  five  Trustees  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
from  Zone  1  (Hope),  two  from  Zone  2  (Yale  and 
Spuzzum),  and  one  from  Zone  3  (Flood),  and  the 
term  of  each  Trustee  shall  extend  from  the  date  of 
his  election  until  the  date  of  the  annual  general 
meeting  in  the  second  year  which  follows. 

6.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who  are 
twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are  entitled 
to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land  situate  in 
the  zone  in  which  they  wish  to  vote  or  the 
authorized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that 
is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  the  legal  representative 
of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become 
insolvent,  or  insane,  and  the  persons  qualified  to  be 
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candidates  at  the  first  election  of  Trustees  in  each 
zone  shall  be  the  persons  qualified  to  vote  as  afore¬ 
said. 

7.  Mr.  William  McKenzie  White,  P.O.  Box  225, 
Hope,  B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first 
election  of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meet¬ 
ing  in  each  zone  of  the  persons  who  are  qualified 
as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days 
before  the  date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  at  six 
conspicuous  places  within  each  zone  and  publish  in 
a  newspaper  circulating  in  the  said  zone  a  notice 
signed  by  him  giving  the  date,  time,  and  place  of 
holding  the  said  meeting.  The  Returning  Officer 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  said  meeting,  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  clause  6  he  shall  have  power  to 
determine  whether  or  not  any  person  who  desires  to 
vote  is  quantified  to  do  so.  He  shall  have  power  to 
determine  the  procedure  to  be  followed  at  the  said 
meeting  and  the  method  of  taking  the  votes.  Each 
qualified  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for 
each  of  two  candidates,  except  in  Zone  3  (Flood) 
where  the  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote 
for  one  candidate.  The  Returning  Officer  shall 
declare  the  results  of  the  elections  and  shall  notify 
the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  of  the  said  results. 

8.  The  candidate  in  each  zone  receiving  the 
largest  number  of  votes  at  the  general  meetings 
called  pursuant  to  clause  7  hereof  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1957,  and,  in 
addition,  the  candidates  receiving  the  second  largest 
number  of  votes  in  Zones  1  and  2  shall  serve  as 
Trustees  until  the  said  annual  general  meeting  of 
1957,  but  should  two  or  more  candidates  in  a  zone 
receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall  declare 
which  candidates  are  elected. 

9.  With  respect  to  the  first  tax  by-law  for  capital 
expenditure,  subsequent  tax  by-laws  which  would 
create  an  annual  levy  of  three  mills  or  more  over 
a  period  of  years  and  tax  by-laws  which  would 
create  an  annual  levy  of  one-half  mill  or  more  for 
one  year  only,  the  Trustees  shall  by  plebiscite  or 
general  meeting  as  directed  by  the  Comptroller 
ascertain  the  views  of  the  persons  entitled  to  vote 
as  set  out  in  clause  10  hereof.  The  Trustees  shall 
not  pass  a  tax  by-law  in  respect  of  the  question 
submitted  to  the  voters  unless  those  persons  in 
favour  thereof  polled  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
total  number  of  votes  polled. 

10.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  in  each  zone  to 
be  held  between  January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each 
year  for  the  following  purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustee  or  Trustees  of 
the  zone  a  report  on  the  undertakings  of  the 
said  improvement  district  for  the  preceding 
fiscal  year  and  a  statement  of  the  financial 
condition  of  the  said  improvement  district 
prepared  by  the  auditor: 

( b )  To  discuss  with  the  Trustee  or  Trustees  of 
the  zone  any  matter  relating  to  the  under¬ 
takings  or  finances  of  the  said  improvement 
district: 

(c)  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  succeed 
those  whose  terms  of  office  expire  co¬ 
incident  with  the  holding  of  such  annual 
general  meeting,  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  or 
Trustees  to  fill  any  other  vacancy  or  va¬ 
cancies  that  has  or  have  occurred  or  is  or 
are  about  to  occur  among  the  Trustees. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  in  any  zone  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or 
vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  discussing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or 
matters  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should 
be  brought  up  at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  meeting  in 
any  zone  shall  be  given  by  the  Trustees  by  a  notice 
posted  in  six  conspicuous  places  in  the  zone  and 
published  in  a  newspaper  circulating  in  the  said 
zone. 

The  secretary  of  each  zone  shall  enter  in  a  book 
provided  by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes 
of  all  matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  in 


a  zone  every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who 
is  a  Canadian  citizen  and  is  twenty-one  years  of 
age  or  older  and  is  the  owner  of  land  situate  in  the 
said  zone,  or  the  authorized  agent  of  any  board  or 
corporation  that  is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  legal 
representative  of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has 
died,  become  insolvent  or  insane,  and  is  qualified 
to  be  registered  as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act.”  Every  person  qualified  as  afore¬ 
said  to  vote  shall  be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for 
Trustee  of  the  improvement  district.  In  the  event 
of  the  right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general 
meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman  shall  have 
authority  to  determine  whether  or  not  such  person 
is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  chairman  may  require 
such  person  to  make  and  file  with  him  a  statutory 
declaration  showing  that  the  declarant  is  qualified 
as  aforesaid  to  vote  at  such  general  meeting.  Forth¬ 
with  after  the  holding  of  a  general  meeting  the 
Trustees  shall  file  with  the  Comptroller  of  Water 
Rights  a  true  copy  of  the  minutes  of  such  meeting 
and  copies  of  all  auditor’s  reports  and  financial 
statements  presented  or  discussed  at  the  meeting. 

11.  The  Trustees  of  the  improvement  district 
shall: — 

(a)  Appoint  annually  as  auditor  of  the  said 
improvement  district  a  member  of  the  In¬ 
stitute  of  Chartered  Accountants  of  British 
Columbia  and  fix  his  remuneration,  which 
shall  be  paid  from  the  funds  of  the  said 
improvement  district: 

(/>)  Fix  the  remuneration  to  be  paid  to  the 
Trustees  from  the  funds  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district,  such  remuneration  to 
be  based  on  the  actual  expenses  incurred 
by  each  Trustee  in  attending  meetings 
and  generally  performing  his  duties  as  a 
Trustee: 

(c)  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Trustees  in  each 
year,  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  be 
Chairman  until  his  term  of  office  as  a 
Trustee  expires,  and  should  the  Chairman 
be  absent  from  any  meeting,  the  Trustees 
present  shall  appoint  a  temporary  Chairman 
to  preside  at  that  meeting: 

( d )  Cause  to  be  kept  books  containing  particu¬ 
lar  and  accurate  records  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  funds  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district. 

12.  Section  64  (2)  of  the  “Water  Act”  shall 
not  apply  to  the  Fraser  Canyon  Hospital  Improve¬ 
ment  District. 

13.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  meaning 
in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall,  where  used 
herein,  be  ascribed  the  meaning  given  them  in  the 
said  section,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires.

“CIVIL  SERVICE  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  by  Order  in  Council  No.  174,  approved 
on  January  28th,  1955,  has  been  pleased  to  amend 
the  regulations  governing  the  granting  of  leave  of 
absence  to  Provincial  Government  employees  for 
training  with  the  Reserve  Forces  by  renumbering 
section  2  of  the  said  regulations  as  section  3,  and 
renumbering  section  3  as  section  4,  and  by  adding 
to  the  regulations  the  following  as  section  2: — 

“  2.  Where  a  Provincial  Government  employee 
makes  application  to  attend,  as  a  delegate,  meetings 
of  service  associations  related  to  Her  Majesty’s 
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Forces  or  the  conference  of  defence  associations, 
special  leave  may  be  granted  without  pay:  Pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that,  where  it  is  certified  that  any 
pay  and  allowances  received  whilst  attending  the 
aforementioned  meetings  are  less  than  the  remu¬ 
neration  ordinarily  received  from  the  Provincial 
Government,  the  employee  may  be  paid  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  such  pay  and  allowances  and  his 
Provincial  Government  remuneration.”

“MOTOR-VEHICLE  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  under 
authority  of  the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act,”  chapter  227 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  and  clause  (/')  of  Regulation  3  of  the  regu¬ 
lations  made  thereunder,  the  hereinafter-mentioned 
electrical  signalling  devices  be  approved,  subject  to 
the  following  provisos: — 

1.  That  a  tell-tale  light,  giving  a  clear  and  un¬ 
mistakable  indication  to  the  driver  that  such  signals 
are  properly  functioning,  is  installed  so  as  to  be 
plainly  visible  to  such  driver  at  all  times  when 
driving. 

2.  That  such  signalling  devices,  or  a  combination 
of  such  signalling  devices,  are  mounted,  one  on 
each  side  of  the  front  and  of  the  rear  of  the  motor- 
vehicle  concerned,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be 
readily  visible  to  persons  in  front  of  or  to  the  rear 
of  such  motor-vehicles. 

3.  That  each  such  signalling  unit  shall  flash  no 
slower  than  60  nor  faster  than  120  times  a  minute, 
under  average  operating  conditions,  the  on-period 
of  the  flashes  being  long  enough  to  permit  the  lamp 
filaments  to  come  up  to  full  brightness.

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 

Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 


( h )  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.

passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).
